A safety deposit box believed to

was taken with 
Miss 
Meade into tlie grand jury room after 
she told Prosecutor Remy where to 
find it. 
The box was returned to its place 
in the safe of the Indiana National 
bank alter Miss Meade had been 
questioned. 
(’ontents of the box remained a 
mystery to all hut the prosecutor and 
the grand jury. 
Prosecutor 
Remy 
refused to disclose what was in it. 
The girl had been sought by auth­ 
orities for a week in the belief that 
she could furnish information on the 
hiding place of documents Stephen­ 
son is believed to have hidden before 
he was sent to the state prison at 
Michigan City a year ago. 
Maroney, the second witness be­ 
fore the grand jury today, visited 
Stephenson at the 
state prison 
a 
week ago last Saturday and was the 
first person to see Stephenson after 
the committee of editors headed by 
Thomas Adams of Vincennes 
had 
been denied an interview with the 
former dragon. 
Following Maroney’s visit to 
the 
prison, Stephenson was brought here 
last week as a witness before the 
grand jury and to testify in a re­ 
ceivership proceedings iji superior 
court. 
Stephenson stood on his constitu­ 
tional rights and refused to
